The identification of a suicide’s body 
at the Morgue by one mun as Richard 
Frost, laborer, and by another as Otto 
Herbert, formerly a wealthy man and a 
graduate of a German University, re 
.veals the story of a dual life. 

Iierbert—this was really the man’s 
nvume—Was 12 years ago a well to do 
biewer in Hamburg, Germahy. He was 
a scholar, accomplished in French as 
well as his native tongue, well read and 
a man of culture. But his over con- 
fidence in a friend led him to become 
his security on a note; and when it ma- 
tured and the friend defaulted, Her- 
bert lost $20,000, the bulk of his wealth. 


Came Here as a 
Almost penniless, he came to Amer- 
ica, and being compelled to accept 
work as a laborer, hid his fall under the 
name of Richard Frost. He lived 
squalidly in a garret on Clark avenue, 
earning a. weekly pittance, and living 
the life of the station to which he had 
descended. All his property was con- 
tained in a shabby satchel. 
The story of his 12 years’ 
Louis is that of the gradual, but sure 
death of Otto Herbert, scholar, and 
the usurpation of his whole  person- 
ality by Richard Frost, laborer. Be- 
ginning by acting the part of Frost and 
living his life, Herbert slowly became 
lrost. He -changed personalities. 

But the scholar did not succumb with- 
hard struggle. Among his ef- 
Hierbert had preserved one suit 
a relic of his former grand- 
eur. OU. Occasions, frequent at first, 
but becoming in time seldom, he would 
doff the costume and character of Frost, 
the poor laborer, and don the. clothes 
and personality of Herbert, the man of 
the world. 

The change was more than external; it 
was intellectual. With the assumption 
of a gentlemun’s garb his’ shrinking 
mien became confident and proud, his 
downcast eyes grew intrepid and 
Straightforward, his slouching steps be- 
came energetic and secure. Nothing was 
left of Frost, and Herbert had for the 
time being come into his own. 
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peared from St. 
with $6000 of his parishioners’ money, 
believed by members of the congrega- 
tion to be in Chicago. Miss Carda lived 


at 1418 Locust street, where Father La- 
gan and Baloslaus Baligroudski, an as- 
sistant priest, boarded. 

She said that her brother, who had 
been ordained as an independent Polish 
priest in Chicago, had been poisoned. 
It was strongly intimated by Lagan that 
the death of the girl’s brother had been 
brought about through the influence of 
other religious workers, who were jeal- 
ous of his success. Lagan stated, be- 
fore he went away, that he expected 
sooner or later to meet the fate of 
Carda and die a violent death. 

Miss Carda was superintendent of 
Lagan’s Sunday School and appeared 
very much devoted to religious work. 
When she left the boarding house she 
stated that she was going to Buffalo. 
She was about 26 years old, and spoke 
English and Polish. 

She said her brother had been ex- 
communicated from the Roman Catholic 
Church for some offense against the 
Pope, alleged to have been committed 
while he was in Europe. 

Joined Forbidden Order, 

Lagan, whose church on North Sev- 
enth street, has been wrecked by the 
angry members of the congregation, also 
claimed to be an excommunicated priest. 
He said he joined an order which was 
under the ban of the Pope, and that he 
was cut off for that. 

The police of St. Louis and Chica- 
go have been asked to assist in the 
search that is being made for the mis- 
sing priest. 

Lagan used to admonish his parish- 
iners to do less praying and going to 
church, and pay more attention to keep- 
ing their bodies clean. He told them 
that they must not neglect their bodies 
to take care of their souls. 

Attorney Charles Fensky of the Tem- 
rle Building said Saturday that Lagan’s 
clothes were almost in tatters, and that 
he held that he had no right to eat 
while any members of his congrega- 
tion were hungry. He made no charge 
for performing wedding and funeral 
ceremonies and baptismals, and the 
pews in his church were rent free. La- 
gan claimed to have an income from 
Austria, and during the first five or 
six months he was in St. Loui: did not 
attempt, it is said, to collect any mon-

To one 
the masked man remarked: “You are 
not the foliow.”"’ He said nothing to the 
other, and made no attempt to rob 
him. 

“These facts have led many to 
clude that there may have been a per- 
“gonal motive in the murder of Reed. 
The Coroner thinks the masked man 
was looking for Reed because of a cer- 
tainty of finding money.

| ASK MORE RIGID INSPECTION. 


Butchers’ Association Requires 
More Food Inspectors. 


The Master Butchers’ Association, by 
a bill introduced in the House of Dele- 
gates, ask the appointment of one chief 
inspector and 14 deputies for a more 
rigid inspection of meats, fish, game, 
poultry, vegetables, fruit, cattle, hogs, 
sheep and calves in St. Louls, 

Delegate Gallagher presented it by re- 
quest Friday night. It provides that the 
chief inspector shall receive $150 a 
month, the deputies $125 and a clerk, $75. 
The inspectors are empowered to en- 
ter all slaghter houses or establish- 
ments where the foods mentioned are 
offered for sale and make inspection. 
Penalties ranging from $50 to $500 are in- 
cluded in the bill for persons who pre- 
vent inspections, slaughter diseased cat- 
tle or offer tainted foods for sale. The 
inspection department shall be under 
he direction of the Board of Health. 

Chicagwo has 2% inspectors, Cincinnati 
12, Milwaukee 12 and Cleveland in- 
spectors, a communication states, while 
St. Louis, which is larger than some of 
these cities, now has four.

David P. Dyer Jr., whos commission 
as an emissary of the United States to 
Sweden to extradite Charles E. Grote- 
fend, the defaulting teller of the Wash- 
ington National Bank, was terminated 
by the Department of Justice upon his 
arrival in New York, will return to 8t. 
Louis Saturday night. 

The Department of Justice, in an of- 
ficial statement, said that Dyer’s com-

He said the papers were returned, 
with the request that a duplicate copy 
be made for filing with the State De- 
partment. He said he was requested by 
the department to give the name of a 
person to be inserted in the warrant, 
FIRST ADD DYER—NEW — 

In compliance with this request he 
said he duplicated the papers and gave 
the name of his son to be inserted in the 
warrant. He said David Dyer left here 
April 28, and had performed the dutics 
required of him. 

No Vindication Intended. 

The official statement given out by the 
Department of Justice said that Dyer's 
commission had been terminated upon 
his arrival in New York and he had 
been relieved of his prisoner because an 


effort was being made to give the com- 
mission the character of a vindication 
of Dyer. When fhe department learned 
of this, steps were taken, it was stated, 
to terminate the commission, and send 
the prisoner on to St. Louts in the cus- 
tody of United States marshals. 

It was further stated that after Col. 
Dyer had designated his son as the 
agent to go for Grotefend the appoint- 
ment became a matter of routine, and 
that neither the President nor the At- 
torney-General knew personally that 
young Dyer had been selected. But for 
Dyer's commission being revoked he 
would have brought Grotefend to St.

you ever saw in all your life. 

When the laughter of the audience re- 
vealed to him how much older his upper 
lip was than the rest of him, he whisked 
off the wintry mouth-thatch of age— 
and lo! there lay as cute a iittle. brown 
mustache, “au natural,’ as anyone 
could wish to see. Mr. Bértrand was 
smiling broadly, and so was Mr. Samuel 
Evans Clark, who sang Mephistopheles, 
and, when the scene was ended and they 
received a curtain call, Mr. Bertran.] 
picked up Faust’s white mustache from 
the floor and waved it gaily at the audi- 
ence attending his testimonial concert 
That's the advantage of being a French- 
man-eracial temperament is so helvful 
at such embarrassing moments. 

And after that, in the prison scenes, 
Miss Elsie Smith appeared as Marguer- 
ite and sang with Messrs. Bertrand an‘ 
Clark, and the “Faust’’ offering was 
presented quite nicely for amateurs. But 
the surprise of the evening was the “l’ 
Pagliacci’ that followed. 

This was an astonishingly clever per- 
formance—so clever that I am disposed 
to give it place as the best amateur 
operatic achievement I have ever heard 
and seen. Vocally and dramatically 
alike, it was excellent far above the av- 
erage. Mr. Walter Goldbeck made «#n 
amazfngly good Tonio from the moment 
of his song, before the first curtain, to 
that final instant of revengeful gloating 
when he sees Canio slay Nedda in pun- 
ishment for the sinful love revealed by 
him. Both his singing and playing of 
the part were marked by genuine truth- 
fulness to the emotional demands of the 
poignant little story. It was such ad- 
mirable work as really to make Mr. 
Goldbeck the star of the evening. 

Yet this assignment of first honors 10 
Canio carries no reflection on the por- 
trayal of other roles. The Nedda of 
Mrs. David Bauer was finely sung, the 
score suiting her voice almost perfectly, 
and the defiantly fickle spirit of the part 
was convincingly interpreted.

Groomsman Bestowed This 
Attention, Her Mother- 
in-Law Testifies. 


Hugegings and mothers-in-law figured 
strongly in the divorce suit of William 
H. Young Jr. against Mrs. Anna Young, 
on trial Saturday in Judge Kinsey’s 
court. 

Mr. Young complains that his wife 
accused him of hugging and kissing 
girls in the show window of a Wash- 
ington avenue shoe store while the 
Veiled Prophet's parade was passing. 
His mother says Mrs. Young was 
hugged by Mr. Niemeyer, the grooms- 
man, the day after the wedding. 

The incident of the show window led 
to a mix-up of mothers-in-law. Details 
were given on the stand Saturday by 
Mrs. Sarah Young of 4055 Lee avenue. 
She and her son and their friends 
viewed the parade from the vantage 
point of the window of the store where 
her son was employed. Her son’s wife 
and his mother-in-law, not so fortunate, 
viewed both the parade and the show 
window from the sidewalk. 

Mothers-in-Law Busy. 

After the parade the younger Mrs. 
Young accosted her husband as he 
emerged from the store. ‘‘You had a 
good time hugging and kissing the girls 
in there, didn’t you?” she said. 

He denied that he had done any hug- 
ging or kissing and the mothers-in-law 
began to busy themselves. 

Mrs. Young Sr. testified that her son’s 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Ryan of 4126 Green 
Lea place, struck her, and there was a 
scene. 

The other hugging episode, it was 
testified, took place at the Young home. 
“My daughter-in-law and a young man 
met in the room between the kitchen 
and the sitting-room and threw their 
arms around each other. There wasn’t 
any kissing—just hugging.”’ 

She spoke to her son’s mother-in-law 
about it, she said, and Mrs. Ryan said, 
“Oh, Lord, that’s nothing. He’d marry 
her if Young should die.’’ 

She explained on cross-examination 
that the young man was Mr. Niemeyer, 
the groomsman. 

The couple lived together only six 
weeks, from Nov. 29, 1905, to Jan, ll, 
1906. He alleged in his petition that he 
‘came home and found her gone.” His 
wife says her mother.took her home be- 
cause she was sick. 

Never Missed a Meal, 

Mrs. Young Sr. gave her testimony tin 
very emphatic fashion. She volunteered 
the statement that she had prepared a 
wedding feast for 110 and said that dur- 
ing the six weeks the young couple lived 
with her they never missed a meal—~

LARGE FEE -IN S!GHT 





Insanity Discussed in 
Proceedings. 
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The first skirmish in a legal battle to 
undo the will of Thomas Connor, mil- 


lionaire miner of Joplin, who left an es- 
tate valued at between $1,500,000 and $3,- 
000,000, was made before Judge Wurde- 
man of the Probate Court of St. Louis 
County, Saturday, When Wiliam H. 
Phelps, guardian of Mrs. Malissa Con- 
nor, in inmate of St. Vincent's Asylum, 
argued his motion to dismiss the peti- 
tion filed by D. C. Taylor, Public Ad- 
ministrator of St. Louis County, ask- 
ing the Court to give him jurisdiction 
over the dead man’s millions. 


Fat Fee for Administration. 


If, the St. Louis County Court’s de- 
Cision is favorable to the contention 
of Administrator Taylor and is upheld 
by the higher cgurts to which the liti- 
gation is expected to be taken, he will 
receive a fat fee for his services in 
handling the millionaire’s wealth. 
This fee, it is estimated, may total 
$100,000. 

The point at issue in the proceed- 
ings before Judge Wurdeman are 
whether Mrs. Connor, wno has been 
confined in St. Vincent’s asylum con- 
tinuously since 1888, has acquired a 
legal residence in St. Louis County. If 
Judge Wurdeman decides that she has 
such residence, the next step will be 
an action to set aside the Jasper 
County Court’s appointment of Wil- 
liam H. Phelps as her guardian, and 
empower Administrator Taylor to 
name his successor. 

Contention as to Residence. 

In support of his motion to have Ad- 
ministrator Taylor’s petition dismiss- 
ed Col. Phelps Saturday contended 
that Mrs. Connor is legally within 
the jurisdiction of Jasper County. She 


Owns no property in St. Louls County, 
he said, and because of her mental 
infirmity and the conditions of her 
domicile in the asylum could not ac- 
quire a residence in St. Louis County. 

Col. Phelps produced the record of 
his appointment by the Jasper County 
Court, shortly after Connor’s death, 
March 29, 1907. He discussed the 
terms of Connor's will, which be- 
queathed $100,000 to his widow and 
$300,000 to his adopted daughter, Ag- 
nes Connor, 14 years old. Mr. and 
Mrs. Connor were married in Joplin 
in 1878, two years after Connor he- 
came a resident of that place. Phelps 
said. The divorce petition filed bv 
Mrs, Connor and afterwards dismissed 
at her instance, is among the records 
which Administrator Taylor has taken 
into court. 

This petition recites that Mrs. Con- 
nor was married in 1874 at St. Joseph, 
Mich. 

Insane for Twenty Years. 

Mrs. Connor was committed to St. 
Vincent’s Asylum the first time in Feb- 
ruary, 1887, Col. Phelps said. She re- 
mained there until August, 1887, and 
was then taken back to Joplin. A year 


later she was returned to the asylum. 
The form of insanity, Col. Phelps said, 
is not easily detectea. It is manifest 
at intervals in an extremelv irritable 
temper, nervousness and excitement. 

As an illustration of her moods. Col.

A board of three officers, to be ap- 
pointed by Capt. W. T. Littebrandt, 
commandant at Jefferson Barracks, will 
decide whether Private Joseph Cothran, 
Seventeenth recruit company, was jus- 
tified tn shooting twice with bullets 
from his Krag-Jorgensen and Killing 
Private Elmer Martin, who was fleeing 
unarmed from menial work in the 
kitchen of the quarters of Lieut. Allen 
Parker, Twenty-sixth Infantry. 

Private Cothran was the sentry in 

charge of Martin, Edward Anderson and 
Private Clayburn, all military prisoners, 
while they were cleaning the Parker 
kitchen, Friday afternoon, and it was 
lack of constant watchfulness on his 
part that made- the escape of Martin 
and <Anderson possible. Anderson is 
still at targe. 
- Capt. Littebrandt said Saturday that 
the board he will name, after its in- 
vestigation, will recommend either that 
Cothran be tried by courtmartia! or that 
he be restored to duty. In any event, 
Capt. Littebrandt said, he would be held 
a prisoner at the barracks guardhouse 
pending the investigation and will not 
be turned over to the authorities of St. 
Louis County, in whose: jurisdiction the 
shooting occurred. 

Cothran killed Martin in a_ ravine 
about three-quarters of a mile north of 
Jefferson Barracks and near the river. 
His superior officers are holding him 
incommunicado and no statement for 
publication has yet been made by him. 

According to Lieut. Allen Parker, 
Twenty-sixth Infantry, who was officer

ran reported after the killing, Cothran 
was justified in shooting at Martin.

SALOONKEEPERS HAPPY 
OVER PARK LAW RULING 


Excise Commissioner Decides Six 
Hundred Feet Measure to 
Be Inoperative. 


More than two hundred St. Louis sa- 
loon keepers are breathing easier since 
Excise Commissioner Mulvihill held that 
the State law which forbids saloons 
within 600 feet of any public park is in- 
operative. In granting Leonhardt Pries- 
ter, Grand avenue and Arsenal street, a 
renewal of his license, the Exclse Com- 
missioner decided that the ordinance 
passed by the last Municipal Asscmbly, 
which reduced the limit from 500 to 400 
feet, is in effect. 

Arguments to test the validity of the 
State law were heard late Friday after- 
noon before the Commisioner. Charles 
L. Blafr, attorney for the Anti-Saloon 
League, opposed the granting of the 
license to Priester on the ground that 
his saloon was within 540 feet of Tower 
Grove Park. : 


Attorneys Lon Hocker, J. C. Jones 
and Judge George Grover for Priester 
presented authorities to show that the 
dramshop law of 1891 relating to parks 
had been declared unconstitutional by 
Judge Barclay, then on the Supreme 
bench, because of a defect in its title. 

The important clauses of this law were 
taken up and incorporated in the 1899 
enactment which is now on the statute 
books. A footnote is appended calling 
attention to the fact that the law had 
been declared unconstitutional. 

Had the commissioner held that the 
State law was valid, the Anti-Saloon 
League would have opposed the re- 
rewal of licenses of all saloon keepers 
whose business places were within the 
600-foot limit.

May Serve From One to 
Twenty Years in State 
Penitentiary.

BLOOMINGTON, Ill, May 2.—Miss 
Helen Dixon, the pretty treasurer and 
secretary of the Gleaners’ Society of 
the Second Christian Church, who em- 
bezzled several thousand dollars of the 
society’s funds, will not be taken to 
Joliet Penitentiary today. She has 
asked the Sheriff to give her a few 
days more in Bloomington, as she has 
some matters to settle up before she 
begins serving her indefinite sentence 
in State Prison. The Sheriff has grant- 
ed her request and she wil]] remain in 
the Jail here for a few days, probably 

until the middle of next week. 

There is a great deal of speculation 
here as to why Miss Dixon wishes to 
stay a few days longer. She cannot 
withdraw the'plea of guilty she made 
in court Thursday. She has been sen- 
tenced and must go to the Peniten- 
tiary. 

People here here are wondering if she 
will disclose the mystery of what she 
did with the money she took. Since her 
arrest she has stubbornly refused to 
talk about it, and no one knows where 
the money went. She did not spend it 
for dress. It cannot be found that she 
invested it, and a careful but futile 
search has been made_of the premises 
where she formerly lived in the hope of 
finding where she might have hidden it. 
She did not send it to any of her rela- 
tives. The. conclusion most people have 
reached is that she had a sweetheart, 
but that she will never disclose his 
name. 

Won't Tell, Says Sheriff. 

“She will never tell it,’ said the Sher- 
iff today. ‘‘She’s as cold as a piece of 
iron, and if she has a lover who was 
in the plot with her she will protect him.

Miss Dixon receives no visitors. When 
she was arrested she asked the sheriff 
to not let any one see her, except one 
woman friend.

Duke of Abruzzi, Son of a King, 
Might Have Been Spain’s 
Ruler. 








(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Duke of 
Abruzzi arrived he rtoday aboard the 
Italian cruiser Varez, flagship of the 
squadron sent to the United States to 
participate in the ceremonies attending 
the opening of the Jamestown Expo- 
sition. While here he will probably meet 
Commander Peary. The Duke himself is 
a well-known Arctic explorer, his rec- 
ord for ‘‘furthest North’’ having been 
beaten only by Peary. 

Scarcely had the fligship reached her 
anchorage when she was boarded by 
the Italian Consul-General, Count Mas- 
siglia, and a delegation of prominent 
persons. Prince Louis, the title by which 
the Duke is less known, is on eof the 
first members of European royalty. He 
is the son of a King. He was born at 
Madrid in 1873. His father, the Duke of 

was King of Spain from 1870 

. The Duke of Aosta was a broth- 

of King Humbert of Italy, thus 

making the Duke of Abruzzi a cousin 
of the present King of Italy. 

Prince Louis, however, renounced his 
title to succession to the throne of Italy 
and devoted all his time to exploring re- 
mote regions. His ascent of Mount St. 
Elias and the Alaskan summits were 
some of his earliest achievements.

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Manufacturers’ Railway Measure 
Not Clear to Delegates. 


A public hearing on the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway (Busch) bill amendments 
may be held by the Railroad Committee 
of the House of Delegates, to which 
they have been sent.

CAPITALIZED FRANCHISES. 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out the fatal effect 
on rate regulation of the Masten-report in the 
case against the Consolidated Gas Co., under the 
80-cent gas law, if the United States Court shall 
adopt Mr. Masten’s view, waich permits the com- 
pany to include the increased value of its fran- 
chises and the increased value of.its realty as cap- 
ital upon which interest and dividends should be 
allowed. 

The adoption of this opinion as the proper sub- 
ject of capitalization by public service corpora- 
tions would render it practically impossible to re- 
duce rates to a fair return on the actual capital 
invested, so far as corporations which have al- 
ready capitalized their franchise values are con- 
cerned. But the states e-n in future prevent the 
capitalization of either franchises or increased 
realty values. Under the Massachusetts law, pub- 
lic service corporations are -.ot permitted to cap- 
italize their franchises, nor can they continually 
increase their capitalization to cover increasing 
realty values caused by the growth of population. 
Massachusetts does not tax the franchises of pub- 
lic utility companies, put the use of the franchises, 
and the companies’ capitalization is limited to the 
investment, so chat rates and charges can be fixed 
at any timfe on the basis of a fair return on the in- 
vestment, 

The new pvblic utilities -ct in New York con- 
tains a provision forbidding the ‘‘capitalization of 
any franchise, or right to own, operate or enjoy 
any franchise whatsoever, in excess cf the amount 
actually pail to the State cr to 4 political subdi- 
vision thereof as the consideration ‘tor the grant 
of such franchise or right.” 

This law embodies the sound princinle that a 
public grant for puLlic service should not be raade 
a dividend-earning asset, to be paid for by the 
people who grant it. The public service corpora- 
tion holding a franchise enjoys al} the benefits ac- 
cruing from its use, but cannot turn it into cap- 
ital through watered stocks or bords. This is the 
principle which Missouri has recognized ia 
the law enabling muwniicipaiities to regulate the 
rates and charges of public utility companies. 

Court decisions indicate a conclusion in the 
Consolidated-Gas Co. case directly contrary to the 
report of Mr. Masten. It is probable that rate 
regulation on the basis of a fair return on the 
actual capital invested will be sustained. But the 
State Legislature should see that no more water- 
logged franchise corporations are created. If the 
millions of plunder now in the stocks and bonds of 
public utility companies cannot. be-«squeezed out, 
we should at least be protected from similar meth- 
ods of plunder in the future. 
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COURAGE AND HIGH HATS, 

None but the brave defy the Paris fashions. 
The French capital is the international arbiie 
in things sartorial, a:.l the whole earth bows ‘o 
her whim. 

Nevertheless, there is here and there a brave 
soul who does not care that for the Paris fashions. 
Such are not, of course, ordinary persons, but 
ncople of extraordinary fearlessness. If we were 
to look for them, we would naturally confine our 
search to such perilous -valke of life as balloon- 
ing, railroading, sailing and skyscraper con- 
struction. Recently Paris placed taboo upon the 
silk hat. Ihe ban upon ‘ie stovepipe was cabled 
around the world, and an obedient earth speedily 
repaired to the back yard and buried it. But that 
not every single one of us obeyed, develops where 
expected it would—in one of the more hazard- 
ous professions. <A structural steel worker nay 
be seen daily in St. Louis working high over 
Broadway in a shining silk hat. 

M. Santos-Dumont, the daring little Brazilian, 
probably also wears his—and right in Paris, «at 
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that. 
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The 67 men in Ney York who are working on 

machines for perpetual motion may some day gat 

their refreshment from a non-refilling bottle. 
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LOVE FOR THE OLD PLACE, 

Most people who “used to live” in St. Louis, 
“still love the old place,” as Mr. John W. Gates 
tells us he does. But few of them have shown 
their love as strikingly as he Las done. [ 

Neither the $20,000,000 he is reported to have 
lost this year as a result of a “slight shrinkage in 
values,” or the $100,000,000 or so we are led to sup- 
pose he has left, came out of St. Louis pockets. 
When he “used to live” in St. Louis, Mr. Gates 
seemed to have still in mind the. unpicturesque 
idea that St. Louis business nen had a right to 
keep their own money in their own business with- 
out having it extracted for him by picturesque 
financiering. 

He left room for everybody else, or nearly ev- 
erybody else in St. Louis while he loved us long 
enough to live in St. Louis. Then when he felt 
the picturesque part of his career coming on, ne 
moved somewhere else, to get other peoples 
money by picturesque methods. 

Greater love has no picturesque financier for his 
old town than the love which leaves it to the 
rest of the population when it is too small for him 
and them both. Perhaps we may some day com- 
memorate this affection by a public monument to 
Mr. Gates. The “John W. Gates public drinking 
fountain” would remind us of him and would also 
serve all the legitimate purposes of stock watering 
as understood by the St. Louis Humane Society.

‘Still another week of falling prices on the stock market car- 
ried the market average level back to within a few points of the 
extreme low level reached just two months 


As has been the case throughout the 
decline, which has run almost without 
interruption throughout the month, 
there have been occasions when the 
dealings showed signs of grave unset- 
tlement; but, as is to be expected in a 
market of a more or less professional 
character, there also took place from 
time to time quite sharp, even if short- 
lived, rallies. 

The most interesting technality of the 
etock market at the present time may 
be found in the apparently greatly ex- 
tended short interest. Even stocks of 
such great volume as United States 
Steel common and Union Pacific com- 
mon have been in such large borrowing 
demand in the loan market this week as 
to lend flat; that is to say, without iIn- 
terest, to those willing to advance the 
securities to the borrowers. 

On the face of things this condition 
would appear to suggest the likelihood 
of an extremely sharp rise in prices in 
the event of a considerable investment 
sentiment, but there seems to be a great 
deal of doubt as to whether the borrow- 
ing demand for stocks represents the 
requirements of actual short sellers or 
whether it really reflects liquidation by 
large capitalists who, not desiring for 
the time being to part with the physical 
possession of their cert#ficates, have 
elected to borrow other certificates in 
the market for the purpose of delivery. 

It is likely and fairly certain also that 
to some extent the borrowing demand 
for stocks represents the requirements 
of commission houses which, having 
liquidated the collateral in their time 
loans, found it necessary to provide 
other securities to replace the collateral 
pending the maturity of the loan.. At all 
events, the existing demand of this 
character for stocks is a most interest- 
ing feature of the situation and one 
which an ht very likely play a large 
p part in the immediate course of prices
